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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed July 23, 2009, please consider the 
remarks and elections below. In that Restriction Requirement, the Examiner set a two-month 
period in which to reply, i.e., by September 23, 2009. Accordingly, this paper is timely. 

In the current Restriction Requirement, the Examiner restricted the application and 
required an election of one of the following ten Groups under 35 U.S.C. § 121 and 372: 

Group I: Claims 1-12, drawn to a method of making a cDNA expression library. 

Group II: Claims 13 and 29, drawn to a cDNA history. 

Group III: Claim 14, drawn to a method of screening for proteins. 

Group IV: Claim 15, drawn to a method for screening for cDNAs. 

Group V: Claims 16-24, drawn to a method of screening for agents that modulate proteins. 

Group VI: Claim 25, drawn to a method of screening for agents that modulate proteins. 

Group VII: Claim 26, drawn to a method of screening for agents that modulate proteins. 

Group VIII: Claim 27, drawn to a method of screening for agents that modulate proteins. 

Group IX: Claim 28, drawn to a cDNS microarray. 
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Group X: Claim 30, drawn to a method of screening a microarray of nucleic acids. 

As required in response to this Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group I, which 
Claims 1-12 read thereon. This election is made without traverse. 

The Examiner also required an election of specific species of neurons should Applicnat 
elect Group I. As such Applicant elects "trigeminal ganglion neurons. Claims 1-9, 11, and 12 
read on the elected species. This election of species is also made without traverse.
